Unrest Justified 


I HE first thing one thinks of 
after reading Mrs. Cornelia 
Stratton Parker's book, "An- 


American Idyll," and after meet- 
ing the author herself is, oh, if 
only she were the average young 
American woman, and the aver- 
age wife and mother instead of 
a wonderful exception. Mrs. 
Parker's book pictures the ideal- 
ly happy married life she had 
with Carlton H. Parker up until 
the time he died. 
-She jyyes a 


vivid picture of her husband, 
Curleton H. Parker, and a very 
comprehensive idea of his work. 


Their lives were so full of joy 


and happiness and all of the 
pleasures of the world seemed 
to belong to them although they 
were not blessed with money. 
They were married when Ct-- 
nelia Stratton graduated 
frvin 


thc 
University of California. 


In less than three years this 
young married couple and two. 
little baby boys were on their 
way 
to Germany where Mr. 


Parker was going to study to_ 
get his doctor's degree. 


Mr. Parker taught in the uniT 
versity for a pitifully small sal- 
ary, and later still the terri-ble 
war year when he worked so 
hard to serve his country and 
the laboring men as a federal 
mediator that his strength final- 
ly gave way and he died carry- 
ing on his great work. 


Mrs. Parker 
did not don 


widow's weeds, and mourn her. 
life away. 
Instead she took up 


his work for the industrial sit- 
uation appealed most strongly to 
her. 
She studied up on it' in 


order to be >ble.to go on from 
the place- where h'er husband- left 
off. 
During the coming summer 


she will work in a factory to 
learn first-hand labor conditions 
and cause of unrest.

Wisconsin in 1836 an agitation 
started to have Wisconsin ad-

The president asks: 


"Have we sacrificed the lives of more than 100,000 


Americans and ruined the 'lives of thousands of others 
and brought upon thousands of American families an 
unhappiTicss that can never end for purposes which 
we do not now care'to state or take further steps to 
attain ?" 
Does the president forget that he made a certain statement 


of ft>urte?n objects which he conceived to be the purposes of the j 
war? 
And can he deny that ;in the framing of the Versailles 


treaty he surrendered upon nearly every one of them? When 
he packed his baggage and prepared lo start for home he did 
the right thing. When he unpacked, and decided to stay, he 
himself betrayed all the highest and best aspirations and tra- 
ditions of the American people. 


For were we to ratify the treaty he brought home we woulfi 


be endorsing military conquest as a method of acquiring terri- 
tory, exactly as the Kaiser sought to use it. 


We would be betraying China and endorsing as ibold and 


Wicked a stealing of territory as has ever occurred in the his- 
tory of nations. 


Were we to ratify it, we would be assisting England to vio- 


late for all itime the right of "SELF DETERMINATION" of 
Ireland, India and Egypt.
